IMPORTANT FOREIGN NEWS 


George Creichfield, an American, has 
been shot from ambush at his ranch 
near Tuxtam, Mexico, and probably fat¬ 
ally wounded, according to a telegram 
received by the State Department from 
United States Consul Miller at Tam¬ 
pico. The department immediately or¬ 
dered a thorough investigation. It is 
not known by whom the shooting was 
done. The Consul added that Crefch- 
field is a citizen of New Jersey and re¬ 
cently was a candidate for Congress on 
the Republican ticket in that State. 

According to Japanese papers just 
received, 300,000 coolies have lost their 
occupation in Manchuria through the 
plague. The coolies in Northern Si¬ 
beria who were deported by the Rus¬ 
sian authorities have entered Man¬ 
churia and add to the number of un¬ 
employed. 

The Chinese have made elaborate 
preparations for the international med¬ 
ical conference soon to begin at Mouk- 
den to investigate the plague. Doctors 
of many nations are in attendance, 
some American delegates and several 
Russian women. Dr. R. P. Strong of 
the Bureau of Science in the Philip¬ 
pine islands will take a leading part, 
as he has recently been in Moukden 
making a bacteriological study of the 
disease and endeavoring to discover 
an effective toxin. The Indian and 
other preparations have proved un¬ 
availing and only masks have been 
found effective in preventing infection. 

The Cabinet of Premier Canalejas 
at Madrid has resigned. The resigna¬ 
tion was due to a dilemma in which 
the Ministry was placed by the debate 
on a Republican motion in favor of a 
revision of the court-martial which re 
suited in the condemnation of Fran¬ 
cisco Ferrer, founder of the modern 
school. 

A dispatch from Australia to the 
Tokio Asahi reports that various pa¬ 
pers are calling attention to the re¬ 
port that a great number of Chinese 
are entering New Caledonia. There 
are at present about 4000 Japanese in 
the island,, including many skilled car¬ 
penters, engineers, etc. The French 
in the island are indifferent. Austra¬ 
lian papers, however, declare that the 
colonization of the Pacific islands by 
Japanese should be resisted.

DEVE10PMENT BOARD 
PROGRESS. BULLETIN 

This bulletin is based on special re¬ 
ports by reliable authorities in various 
counties covering nearly every section 
of the state. During the month the 
California Development Board main¬ 
tained lecturers and information 
booths at the Pacific Land Show in 
Los Angeles and at the Pure Food Show 
at Petaluma. 

Land purchases and sub-divisions 
continue and many new settlers are re¬ 
ported as coining in and purchasing 
tracts of land for special farming and 
fruit growing. 

The prospects for cereal crops are 
good and in some localities the promise 
is a bumper crop. 

Areadevoted tosugar beets,'"potatoes 
and other field vegetables is being ex¬ 
tended. 

Shipments of fresh winter and early 
spring vegetables is quite active. 

Shipments of citrus fruits in North¬ 
ern and Central California are about 
over, but those from Southern average 
about .100 cars per day. The total from 
"the State to date is 19,469 cars, nearly 
<>000 cars more than the corresponding 
week of last year. 

Dairy and poultry .industries are 
thriving and are expanding, as is the 
live stock industry and alfalfa areas 
extending in proportion. 

Oil production is keeping up, 1 devel¬ 
opments are active, new wellsi arej be¬ 
ing sunk and new territory exploited.

ORDINANCE No. 43 

An Ordinance Fixing and Establish¬ 
ing Water Rates Within the Limits 
of the City of South San Francisco, 
For the Fiscal Year 1911—1912. 


' The Board of Trustees of the City 
of South sail Francisco do ordain as 
follows: 

Section 1. 

The monthly rates of compensation 
to be charged or collected by any per¬ 
son, company or corporation supply¬ 
ing water to the innabitanls ot said 
City, or to companies or corporations 
therein, or to said City, for private or 
corporate uses or purposes, for the year 
commencing July 1st, 1911, and ending 
June 30th, 1912, are heieby fixed as 
follows: 

Section 2. 

General monthly water rates for 
waterserved through meters shall be at 
the rate of thirty cents per thousand 
gallons; provided that the charge for 
serving water through a meter shall 
not be less than one dollar per month 
tor any service connection. 

Section 3. 

Water supplied otherwise than 
through meters shall be furnished at 
meter rales for the amount estimated 
to have been so supplied. 

Section 4. 

The charge and general monthly 
water rates for water used for street 
sprinkling, or for general purposes by 
said Cily shall be at the rate of ten 
cents per thousand gallons. 

Section 5. 

Meter rates shall be payable at the 
end of each month. 

Section 6. 

Where meters are used, all bills or 
receipts for the payment of said rates 
or charges shall have written thereon 
the meter readings for which said 
charges are made. 

Section 7. 

This ordinance shall be published 
once in The Enterprise, a weekly 
newspaper, printed and published in 
the City of South San Francisco, and 
shall take effect and be in force on 
July 1st, 1911.

NEW ACTION IN 
BRIBERUCANDAL 

Senator La Follette Asks for an 
Investigation of Lorimer 

La Follette has introduced a reso¬ 
lution in the United States Senate 
pioviding for another investigation of 
the Senator Lorimer case. It names 
as the committee of investigation Sen¬ 
ators Works of California, Townsend 
of Michigan, McLean of Connecticut, 
Kern of Indiana and Pomerene of 
Ohio. No action was taken, as Sen¬ 
ator La Follette intends to speak up¬ 
on the resolution another day. 

The resolution recites the action of 
the Senate last session, when a move 
failed to declare the seat of Senator 
Lorimer vacant because of alleged cor¬ 
ruption of the Illinois Legislature 
which elected him. The resolution 
says: 

‘‘It appears from the published re¬ 
ports of the proceedings of the said 
Illinois State Senate committee that 
witnesses who were not called and 



sworn by the committee of this Senate 
appointed to investigate said charges 
have appeared before the said commit¬ 
tee of the Illinois State Senate, and on 
being interrogated have given impor¬ 
tant material testimony tending to 
prove that $100,000 was corruptly ex¬ 
pended to secure the election of Wil¬ 
liam Lorimer to the United States 
Senate.” 

Gives Full Authority. 

After naming the special committee 
which it is proposed to have appointed 
to conduct a new inquiry, the resolu¬ 
tion provides for meetings of the com¬ 
mittee during sessions of the Senate, 
and gives to it full authority to sub- 
'pena persons and send for papers and 
to administer oaths. 

It is expected the adoption of the 
resolution will be opposed by Senators i 
who voted for Senator Lorimer last 
session and that an effort will be made 
to have the resolution referred to the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections, j 
of which Senator Dillingham of Ver- j 
mont will be the new chairman. The | 
Vermont Senator, as a member of the 
committee, voted last session against 
the resolutions to unseat Lorimer. 
Never before in the history of the Sen¬ 
ate has an individual member sought 
to name a committee of investigation 
touching on the right of a Senator to 
retain his seat, or for any other mat¬ 
ter. When special committees have 
been named for any purpose the per¬ 
sonnel has rested with the Vice-Presi¬ 
dent or the Senate itself. In the lat¬ 
ter instances the committees invaria¬ 
bly have been sub-committees of stand¬ 
ing committees. 


Missionary Is Attacked by Chinese. 

Rev. John Murray of the American 
Presbyterian Mission at Tsi Nan Fu 
was attacked by Chinese on March 
28th seventeen miles north of that 
place. He was badly injured on the 
head and body, and was taken back 
to the mission by a Government escort. 
He is now considered out of danger 
An absurd report had been circulated 
among the Chinese that Murray had 
stolen a child, and some of them set 
upon him while he was engaged in 
making pastoral visits. 


Arrest Madero’s Uncle. 

Mexican authorities arrested Salva¬ 
tor Madero, an uncle of Francisco I. 
Madero, rebel leader of the Insurrec- 
tos, when he arrived at Nueva Laredo 
en route to Monterey to visit his sick 
father. He was placed in jail. Salva¬ 
tor Madero will be held incomuni- 
cado until an inquiry into his motives 
in entering Mexico will be made. If, 
upon investigation, it is found that his 
■ole object is to visit his sick father 
in Monterey, he will be released, but 
will be kept under strict surveillance.

Governor Johnson has signed Sen¬ 
ate bill 1147, by Senator Stetson, 
amending the Railroad Commission 
act. This is the bill which gives the 
newspaper proprietors, editors, report¬ 
ers and their families the right to 
accept passes on railroads in exchange 
for advertising space in newspapers, j Senate 
It also includes passes to secretaries 
of civic and promotion organizations 
when pn trips in line with their duty.

The steamer Captain Weber, one of 
the California Transportation Com¬ 
pany’s freight and passenger boats 
plying between San Francisco, Oak¬ 
land and Stockton, burned to the wat¬ 
er’s edge Tuesday morning while ly¬ 
ing at the company's wharf at the foot 
of Webster street in Oakland.

In selecting ten members to serve 
as the executive committee of the 
board, the first ballot resulted in the 
election of eight: A. W. Foster, II. 

B. Hale, M. H. de Young, William H. 
Crocker, I. W. Helman Jr., Leon Sloss, 
Henry F. Fortman and Frank L. 
Brown. As the next three were tied 
with the same number of votes, a sec¬ 
ond ballot was taken for the remain¬ 
ing two places, which resulted in the 
election of Alfred I. Esberg and James 
McNab.
